William R. Wieboldt ia His 
Daughter Suddenly Dis- 
appear After Strange 
Fire in Store.

APPEAL MADE TO POLICE. 


Relatives and Friends of sier- 


chant Fear He Has Carried 
Out His Threat of 
| Suicide. 


Mystery hangs over the fate of a Lake 
View merchant and his daughter, wha for 
more than twenty-four hours have been hid- 
den from the sight of their relatives and the 
police, The two pathetic figures may be 
wandering about the ofty or they may be 
dead by their own hands—the father, at any 
rate—who threatened suicide in the last mes- 
sage that has been received from him. 

The missing persons are William R. Wie 
boldt and his daughter, Martha, who have 
not been seen since Sunday evening at 8:30 
o'clock. They disappeared a few hours before 
a fire—of suspected incendiary origin—was 
discovered and extinguished in the furniture 
store condteted by Mr. Wieboldt at 1902 
Belmont avenue. 8 

The last word from the missing man was 
contained in a letter received yesterday about 
noon by his sister, Mrs. A. Stein, 2441 Wa- 
bash avenue. The letter was posted from s 
Chicago substation and written in German in 
Wieboldt's own handwriting. It contained 
this sentence: 

“If wilh be dead by the time you receive 
this letter, as I canmot face my troubles any 


longer.“ 
Police Aid Requested. 

W. A. Wieboldt, a nephew of the missing 
man, who resides at 1717 Deming place and 
is the proprietor of a large Milwaukee ave- 
nue department store, brought the police into 
the search for his uncle. 

Every German hotel in the downtown dia- 
trict wae visited by detectives during the day, 
but no trace of the father and daughter was 
found. The residences of relatives and 
friends to whom they might have fled also 
were visited. The missing man's nephew ex- 
pressed the ear that his uncle might be men- 
tally un balanced. 

cannot even guess whether he bas com- 
mitted suicide or left the eity,“ said W. A. 
Wieboldt. Weare waiting to hear from him, 
but do not know where to look now. He has 
not been well since hie wife died last fall, and 
I know his financial burden has been heavy.“ 


Evidence of Incendiary Work. 

Investigation at the scene of the fire by 
Frank Hogan, attorney for the fire depart- 
ment, resulted in the disclosure of a remark- 
able piece of bungling on the part of some 
person who apparently had arranged to start 
the fire. 

It ie one of the most astonishing jobs I 
have ever seen,” said Mr. Hogan. 

These are some of the things he found: 

Biankets soaked in oil stretched across frames 
and placed so that passersby could not look into 
the windows. 

Fire burning at once on three floors of the build- 
‘fnew. Blankets soaked in oll spread over n 
n ture on the second story. 

Baby carriages and small tables lied tn. the 
aisles and covered with oil. 

Mattresses piled together and strung along the 
walls, connected by oil soaked cloths. 

“I have not looked up the matter of insur- 
ance fully,“ continued Mr. Hogan, “ put 1 
understand Mr. Weiboldt carried between 
$40,000 and $50,000 worth. The stock was 
worth around that sum, I think. Little dam- 
age was done. . ; 

In the living apartments of the Wieboldts 
I have found portions of a man’s clothing 
saturated with il.“ 


Involved in Financial Trouble. 

Mr. Wieboldt was 62 years of age. His 
daughter was 24 years old. They resided in 
a well furnished flat above the corner of the 
store, which was a large stone and brick four 
story structure. Mr. Wieboldt had been in the 
furniture businese for five years. He was 
one of the best known business men in Bel- 
mont avenue. 

Recently Mr. Wieboldt had become in- 
volved in heavy financial trouble. He owed 
u large amount to his nephew, W. A. Wie- 
boldt, and wae pressed last week for a debt 
of $7,500 to Dr. John Spirkel, a denfist, 2578 
North Paulina street. Dr. Spirkel, it is eaid, 
threatened legal proceedings last Friday, and 
as soon as the fire became known he secured 
an execution on the premises, which now 
are in the custody of the sheriff and the po- 


Fire Disturbs Evening Party. 

The fire was discovered by a boy at 6:80 
p. m. on Sunday. During the afternoon, it 
is known, the daughter entertained some 
friends in the flat. Two trained nurses were 
her guests. As son as the fire became 
known the entire party secured wraps and 
rushed out. The police then came and took 
possession. 

At 6 o’clock that evening Mr. Wieboldt ap- 
peared at his sister’s residence in Wabash 
avenue. He looked worried and excited, she 
said, but ate his supper in silence. Later, the 
sister says, his daughter appeared. She was 
greatly excited. She asked her father to go 
into the parlor alone. After a few minutes’ 
conversation they left the house without 
telling where they were going. . 

Mysterious Letter Is Burned. 

The next heard from them was the letter 
received by Mrs. Stein. Police from the 
Town hall station tried to learn the full con-

MANAGER’S AIDS ARE ANGRY 


Artists and Friends. Say Metropolitan 
Directors Intended Insult. 


New York, Jan. 28.—[Special.)—New York- 
ert still will have a chance to hear Salome 
in spite of the fact that the doors of the Met- 
ropolltan opera house have been closed 
against ft. 

The sale of the tickets continues, but the 
piece with which Oscar Wilde and Richard 
Strauss succeeded in shocking the people of 


two continents will be presented upon a less 


aristocratic stage than the home of grand 
opera. It is probable that the New Amster- 
dam or the New York theater will be chosen. 

The official announcement of the fact that 
„ Salome ” will not be presented at the Met- 
ropolitan is not expected until Wednesday. 
Committees representing the opera house 
owners and the Conried opera company will 
meet Wednesday noon for a final settlement 
of the affair, but it is extremely unlikely 
that any agreement will be reached by which 
“Salome” will not have to be moved to an- 
other theater. 

Legal Right with Conried. 

Thomas Hitchcock, who is a stockholder in 
the Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate 
company, admitted today there was no means 
of stopping the performance if Mr. Conried 
stood on his rights and insisted on giving 
“ Salome.” 

„He has a right to give the opera if he 
wants to, Mr. Hitchcock said, and the 
stockholders of our company might be able 
to prevent it only by an injunction or by an 
attempt to break the lease of the Conried 
company. Of course, that could be done 
only by legal process and would take some 
time, if it could be done even then. It would, 
of course, have to be proved that Herr Con- 
ried and hie company have not made proper 
use of the opera house before they could be 
evicted. 

“I gee no objection to ‘Salome’ when 
other opéras with all kinds of crimes and 
passions in them are tolerated. Another 
thing that surprises me is the failure of the 
directors of the opera house to discover 
earlier the nature of the opera. They could 
have objected to it long before the produc- 
tion and thus spared the management the 
expense and trouble of rehearsing it.“ 

Mme. Hames Defends Conried. 

The artists of the Conried company in addi- 
tion to those who sing in the opera believe 
a great injustice has been done to Herr Con- 
ried. . 

“Think of Mme. Fremstad, who hae made 
such a great success in the title role, Mme. 
Hames sald. “She worked for months on 
this extremely difficult role, and now, after 
her great triumph, will not be able to sing 
it in the opera house. That seems to mea 
great injustice to the artists as well as to 
Herr Conried. Just now, when he is not well, 
he sees hims-if suddenly robbed of all the re- 
sults of his labor.

It is believed Herr Conried will have no 
reason to regret the action of the stockho!ld- 
ers in protesting against a further perform- 
ance of the opera at the Metropolitan. Cities 
outside of New York are more anxious than 
ever to hear Salome,“ and the perform- 
ances to be given in a New York theater will 
be more largely attended than they other- 
wise would have been. There is good reason 
to believe, too, that without the publicity 
attracted to the opera by the protest of the | 
directors the three announced performances 
would have satisfied the public demand to 
hear the work.

Statement by Chairman

COUNCIL DEALS HARD BLOW 
TO THEATER TICKET BROKERS 


Passes Ordinance, Presented by Ald. 
Harkin, Providing Penalty for Sell- 
ing of Seats Except at Box Offices. 


The city council last night adopted the or- 
dinance introduced by Ald. Harkin penaliz- 
ing the selling of theater tickets by specu- 
latore who have been obtaining extortionate 
prices for seats with the alleged connivance 
of the theater managements. Barring some 
action intended to defeat its purpose, the 
new ordinance, providing for the punishment 
of those selling. offering to sell, or conniving 


at the sale of theater tickets at more then 


the regular price, and providing an equal 
penalty for faleely marking charte of seats, 
will become a law on Feb. 9. 

Ald. Dever, chairman of the judiciary com- 


mittee of the council, brought up the matter 


last night, and in less than ten seconds it was 
passed in the omnibus without a dissenting 
vote. Ald. Hunt had intended to speak on 
the measure, but was too late. The passage 
of the ordinance at least temporarily shelves 
the measure of Ald. Jacobs, providing for 
the licensing of ticket speculators. 

It is generally anticipated that the epecu- 
lative interests will 
ordinance by claiming in the courts that It is 
illegal. It has been known for some time 
that they contend that the city has no right 
to regulate the price at which seats in thea- 
ters shall be sold. 


Terms of the Ordinance. 

The ordinance provides that any person

Inquiry Urged by Moynihan. 

Having brought out the charges and pre- 
cipitated the fight, however, Ald. Moynihan 
eaid the whole thing should be treated to an 
official and authoritative investigation.

covered by the building Inspectors, and there 
has been disturbance, confusion, duplication 
of work, and serious friction between these 
two important departments, 3 

** Whereas, these alleged discoveries by 
building inspectors of insanitary dairies 
have added much to the general fear and 
alarm and has destroyed the public’s confl- 
dence in the milk supply of the city. 

Seeks to Fix Responsibility. 

“ Whereas, In the public press it has been 
charged that the health department has 
failed to prosecute 100 physicians who in the 
last year ‘have violated the laws governing 
the handling of contagious disease cases. 

“ Whereas, These charges and denials, 
these clashes of authority, these grave criti- 
cisms, published broadcast, have produced 
doubt, fear, and apprehension in the public 
mind and have impaired public confidence 
in the officials employed to protect the city’s 
health.

“Beit ordered; That the committee on health 
department be and hereby is ordered to take 
up an Investigation of any and all conditions 
surrounding the source, the handling of 
and the blame for this present epidemic, with 
a view of fixing responsibility where it be- 
longs and giving the public definite, unbiased 
information: as to the means which have 
been and are being taken to guard the health 
of the citizens of Chicago.” 


Clash of City Departments. 


It's a fine state of affairs that this epi- 
demic has brought about,“ said Ald. Moyni- 
han— the health department calling the 
building department names and Bartzen say- 
ing he’s going to clean up the health depart- 
ment when he gets through inspecting dairies. 
The public has a right to have the atmos- 
phere cleared, and the men who have been 
charged with inaction and inefficiency have 
a right to have the charges investigated. 

“That is why I introduced the resolution. 
When I proposed the order directing the 
health commissioner to placard all suspected 
houses I had no intention of starting rows 
and bringing out accusations. The charges 
were made, however, and then the building 
department took up the thing, until now the 
public hasn’t any confidence left in anybody. 
I’m not criticising anyone. I believe the 
public should be considered; that's all.” 

Ald. Moynihan also introduced an order di- 
-recting the health committee to devise a plan 
to amend the statutes so as to give the health 
department authority to close insanitary milk 
depots. The order was referred to the com- 
mittee. . : 

An ordinance appropriating 52 500 for a 
staff of visiting nurses to supplement the 
work of medical inspectors in fighting the 
spread of disinfection was introduced by Ald. 
Bennett and passed. 

Hospital Project Is Renewed. 

With a return to about the average daily 
total of new cases in the epidemic, advocates 
of a municipal isolation hospital large enough 
to accommodate the hundreds of afflicted 
now placed under ineffective quarantine, re- 
newed their efforts to overcome the obstinacy 
of the council, which for five years has 
ehecked the actions of the McCormick Memo- 
rial institute toward such an end. 

Dr. Herman Spalding, head of the con- 
tagious disease division of the health de- 
partment, who, in a public lecture under tne 
auspices of the Chicago Medical society, 
Saturday evening, declared himself strongly 
In favor of renewed action toward the es- 
tablishment of such an institution, was the 
prime mover in the agitation. © 

Conditions our inspectors have found in 
families attacked by scarlet fever,” he said,

is not one case in a hundred that can be iso- 
lated properly without removal to an isola-

RAID ON ALLEGED LOTTERY 
GIVES MAN HEART DISEASE. 


Office of Martin Oppenheim, 315 La 
Salle Street, Entered and Tickets 
Seized—He Falls in a Faint. 


United States secret service men last night 
raided the offices of Martin Oppenheim, trans- 
lator, $15, 84 La Salle street, and seized quan- 
tities of lottery tickets, lottery lists, and 
letters tending to incriminate several per- 
sons in promoting a lottery enterprise. 

While the search was in progress Oppen- 
heim, who had been sitting in a chair, fell 
to the floor and was almost unconecious 
when assistance reached him. Dr. F. W. 
McNamara, 182 Dearborn street, was sum- 
moned, and said Oppenheim was suffering 
from an attack ef heart disease, induced by 
excitement. Hp was revived and assisted to 
His home. 

The raid was made by Capt. T. I. Porter of 
the secret service and several deputy mar- 
shals. Information received by District At- 
torney Sims that agencies for a German 
lottery were being conducted on the. west 
side, and that the mails and express compa- 
nies were being used to promote the sales of 
tickets, was the occasion of the move, 

The federal authorities believe that there 
are various agents for the lottery in Chi- 
cago, and the postal authorities have been 
trying to learn their identity. It is believed 
that the agents learned of these efforts, and 
in an effort to escape detection arranged 
for express companies to handle the contra- 
band articles. , 

The evidence obtained in the raid probably 
will be presented to the federal grand jury.

Springfield, III., Jan. 28.--[Special.]—An at- 
tempt to make constitutional a primary law 
which recognizes a difference between the 
needs of Chicago and the rest of the state 
is to be made. A resolution proposing a 
constitutional amendment for submission to 
the people at fe next election will be in- 
troduced in the legislature with a view to 
securing the subsequent passage of one pri- 
mary law which will apply to Chicago, and 
another applicable to the rest of the state. 

Without such amendment it is impossible 
to differentiate between Cook and other coun- 
ties of the state. Two years ago the legis- 
lature tried to make certain provisions ap- 
plicable only to Chicago. The Supreme court, 
in knocking out the law, declared that the 
act. must provide for uniformity. 

At a special session last spring an effort 
was made to secure this uniformity. It was 
secured after a number of concessions had 
been made by down state members. Though 
the present act {is satisfactory in the main, 
there is a pretty general belief that it could 
be made more satisfactory to the rest of the 
state if the peculiar needs of Cook county 
did not demand concessions. 


Constitutional Resolution Already In. 


There already is one resolution for sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment to the 
people. Only one can be submitted. The 
one now before the legislature is that amend- 
ing the taxation sections of the constitu- 
tion. It has been prepared by the civic fed- 
eration of Chicago and was recommended by 
Gov. Deneen. 

It was introduced by Senator Campbell, but 
it is said that it will meet strong opposition 
from down state members. If it should se- 
cure sufficient strength for passage it will 
bar. out the contemplated primary law 
amendment. If it does not, then the way 
will be clear for the latter resolution. 

It is proposed to allow Cook county to 
devise any method of primary elections 
which will prove satisfactory to that section’ 
of the state, and to permit the other 101 
counties to frame another act which will 
satisfy their wants. 


Will Ask Congress for Waterway. 

A joint resolution will be presented to the 
legislature at its session tomorrow memoral- 
izing congress to provide larger appropria- 
tions for the improvement of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers and for a deep water- 
way to the gulf. N 

The resolution is the same as that in the 
Missouri legislature. It refers with dis- 
satisfaction to the attitude taken by Con- 
gressman T. E. Burton of Ohio as chairman 
of the house committee considering these ap- 
propriation bills. It requeste that $300,000, 
which it is proposed shall be given for the im- 
provement of the Missouri river, be Increased 
to $1,000,000 and that $3,000,000 be appro- 
priated for the improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi from St. Louis to Cairo, and from 
St. Louis to St. Paul. The resolution also 
asks that encouragement be given the deep 
waterway project. Congressman Burton is 
said not to recognize the just claim which 
the Mississippi valley states have on the na- 
tional funds for this purpose. 

An effort is being made to secure the aid 
of all Illinois and Missouri congressmen in 
behalf of increased allotments. The reso- 
lutions are being backed by the St. Louis 
commercial associations, representatives of 
which brought the measure here today and 
requested Speaker Shurtleff to permit its in- 
troduction tomorrow.

Recommend Eleemosynary Reform. 


The state board of charities, in subrhitting 
to Gov. Deneen its estimates of appropriations 
needed by state institutions, reports that 
careful investigation is being made of the 
conditions of inmates of county almshouses, 
and that a detailed report of this investigation 
will be given later. Commenting on this 
phase of the state care of insane and depend- 
ents the board in its present report to the 
governor says: 

‘*THinois already has made strides in ad- 
vance in state care—and for this great credit 
is @ue—but the board of charities believes 
the time hasarrived for legislation providing, 
within a reasonable time, for complete state 
care of all insane, epileptics, feeble minded, 
and dependent children now in county alms- 
prin and of dependent curable consump- 

ves 


* 


55 the state hospital for the insane there 
are 9,326 patients, and in almshouses, includ 
ing Cook county, there are 2,234, or 11,560 
insane patients receiving public care in II- 
nois. Excluding 1,608 in the Cook county 
almshouse at Dunning who are receiving 
high grade care, there are 626 insane in 
county almshouses, some of them providing 
only medieval custody for these unfortunates. 


Insanity Increasing in Illinois. 


“Insanity is increasing in Illinois, accord- 
ing to the number cared for in public insti- 
tutions, at the rate of 317 a year. Every 
state hospital for the insane is so overcrowd- 
ed today that within six months it will be 
necessary to return patients to the inade- 
quate county almshouses. Therefore.if Illi- 
nois is to prepare state care for those.re- 
quiring it for the next two years, it must 
make provision for 1,200 additional patients, 
excluding those cared for at the Cook county 
almshouse. 

This figure will not be large enough un- 
less recommendations and appropriation 
bills are made effective by the general as- 
sembly. The state architect estimates that 
there are 1,466 more patients in hospitals» 
for the insane than the present means of 
ventilation justifies.’’ a 

The total estimates for state institution 
as recommended by the state board, are 
$7,804,916.

Furniture Agents Offended. 

Mr. Ritter grew sarcastic and said he un- 
derstood that the school board would not 
be able to secure any lower bids for a year’s 
contract and followed this remark with the 
motion that all bids be rejected. Dr. Weil 
offered an amendment that the desks be 
bought in the open market and both the mo- 
tion and the amendment were adopted. 

As a result of this action the furniture 
agents said the board would be obliged either 
to buy an inferior quality of desks or to pay 
the prices made in the bids. The agents 
denied that they were part and parcel of any 
combination and complained that they had 
received discourteous treatment. 

J. W. Kenfield, representative of the A. H. 
Andrews company, the lowest bidder, was 
asked why the board should pay an average 
price of $2.200 for desks this year when the 
price pald last year averaged $1.72. 


Increase of Cost Explained. 


Mr. Kenfield explained that the cost of 
iron, lumber, and labor had increased to 


such an extent that desks sold now for 2.30 


are offered on a smaller margin of profit 
than desks which sold for $1.82 last year. 
Then came the heated debate and the re- 
jection of all bids, the trustees being sup- 
plied with copies of the bids which showed 
the following comparison between prices paid 
last year and prices demanded this gear by 
the lowest bidder:

CHIEF COLLINS CRITICISED 
IN CONNECTION WITH RAID. 


Municipal Judge Sadler Says Sudden 
Descent on Supposed Gambling 
Room Needs a Full Explanation. 


A direct slap on the question of.“ protect- 
ed gambling was made at. Chief of Police 
Collins yesterday by Municipal Judge Sadler 
at the Desplaines street court because of the 
unexplained raid upon a poker establishment 
that is said to have existed under the eyes 
of the police for many weeks. 

Capt. Rehm, under an order from Chief 
Collins, sent.a detail of policemen Saturday 
night to raid the barber shop of Ralph Ad- 
ams, 161 West Madison street. The police- 
men were kept waiting, knocking at the door, 
until the inmates escaped, but an outfit of 
tables, cards, and chips was found secreted 
under the sidewalk. Judge Sadler was una- 
ble to understand why Chief Collins should 
be so certain that gambling was going on in 
Adams’ place. 

“I am not criticising any one connected 
with his station, as they were acting under 
orders and could not have done differently,” 
he said, but it is the idea that the chief of 
police can order a raid upon a certain place 
without producing the complainant that is 
wrong. We are entitled to all the informa- 
tion in the case. I am not making accusa- 
tions, but simply pointing out the shortsight- 
edness of Chief Collins. The case is dis- 
missed.“ 

Chiet Collins dismissed the subject with a 
statement that Judge Sadler was laboring 
under a misunderstanding. He said he had 
received information that gambling was 
going on in Adams’ barber shop and he took 
immediate action to squelch it.

Burst Pipe the Cause. 

As near as can be learned from the uncom- 
municative officials and empleyés of the 
company the accident consisted in the burst- ‘ 
ing of a cylinder head in one of a group of 
four pumping machines which carried am- 
monia from the power house to the cold stor- 
age house across the street. Thirty or more 
laborers were working in the place. A pit had 
been. dug around the engine. When the 
cylinder head blew out the fumes overchme 
instantly all the men working in front of the 
pipe. 

Not more than two or three of all the men 0 
the room escaped unhurt. Several working 
on a scaffold sank into the pit when the fumes 
reached them. The only exit wae through a 
narrow doorway. The engineer shut off the 
stream of ammonia, and laborers from sur- 
rounding buildings dashed in with covered 
heads to rescue their comrades. Many were 
saved in this way. 


Suffering of Victims Intense. 

The sufferings of the men hurt was in- 
tense. Several became delirious om their way 
to the hospital. Others were cut and bruised 
severely. Those working near the machine 
were covered with ammoum before they had 
time to move. Efforts to drag the bodies of 
the injured men from the place were fruitless 
for a time, ae the rescuers themselves were 
threatened with suffocation. James Barkley, 
foreman of the gang, was not in the building 
at the time of the accident. + 

Before the police were called the physicians 
and police of the Armour company were put 
to work. Several men slightly injured were 
taken to the doctor’s office and then sent to 
their homes. When the.police ambulances 
were called it was found that several of the 
seriously injured had been sent to Provident 
hospital, ‘where all finally were taken. 


Information Is Withheld. 

Supt. Conway of the Armour company 
would give out no information regarding the 
accident and the subordinate officials and 
police said they had been ordered not to 
talk about it. Special police were placed at 
the door of the building: after the injured 
had’ n removed, and no one was allowed 
to enter. The building, however, was not 
wrecked at all. In many parts of the plant 
it was not known that the accident had oc- 
curred. 

It was Sen hours before the names of 
the dead and injured could be learned, as 
the men had to be identified through the 
numbers on the time checks they carried in 
their pockets. The dead were removed to 
Melnerney's undertaking rooms at Forty- 
third: street and Union avenue, where an in-

SAARBRUECK, Rhenish Prussia, Jan. 28. 
With 183 known dead and 38 injured men 
dying. two explostons in the Reden coal mine 
at St. Johann-on- Saar, opposite this city, this 
morning, is the greatest disaster of Its kind 
in Germany in many years. The mine be- 
longs to the government. 

It is feared that the total death roll will 


| reach 300 when all the bodies are brought to 


the surface. 

Up te 6 o'elock this evening seventy-seven 
bodies had been brought to the surface and 
fifty-six corpses were known to be still under 
ground. Only fifty hve men up to the present 
time have been brought out, and of these 
the doctors say at least thirty-five surely will 
die, as they are frightfully injured through 
having been hurled against the walls of the 
galleries by the force of the explosion. 


2,300 Feet Under Ground. 

The double disaster occurred 2.800 feet be- 
low the surface cf the ground, one and one- 
quarter miles from the shaft. 

Six hundred men had gone down the shaft 
to begin the cay’s work. At 8 o'clock there 
came the first explosion, caused by fire damp. 
5 wrecking the lower levels of the 

mine. 

Four hundred of the 600 men in the mine 
ercaped through the Bildstock shaft, which 
communicates with the Reden mine: under 
ground. The other 200 were either killed 
cutright by the explosion or so badly hurt 
they could not escape. 

Immediately after the explosion rescue 
workers were hurried from all the adjacent 
mines and boldly entered the Reden shaft in 
Freat numbers. 

Then a Second Explosion. 

It was while the rescue parties were un- 
derground that the second, explosion oc- 
curred. How many of the rescuers were 
killed is not yet known, as the flames, which 

now fill the mine, prevent fresh rescue par- 
tles from entering. 

It may be necessary to flood all the lower 
levels in order to extinguish the flames. It 
Will take a week to do this and enable rescue 
parties to again enter the mine. 


Wear Disaster in France. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PARIS, Jan. 28.—An explosion of firedamp 
in the mines at Lievin, Pas de Calais, today 
worked up the populace to a remarkable 
degree, particularly because of the living 
memory of the terrible Courrieres disaster, 
four miles from there, last spring. Eight 
hundred and twelve workmen were under- 
ground at the time of the explosion. For 
hours it was feared that hundreds had been 
killed, and the wildest scenes were enacted 

about the mouth of the shaft.

tunately, was exaggerated. Six hours after 
the explosion all the miners had turned in 
their lamps. Only three lives were lost, 
those of the chief engineer and two of his 
assistants. 


100 Drowned at Hongkong.

HONGKONG, Jan. 28.—A terrific squall 
broke over Hongkong this morning, and in 
the space of ten minutes sank over fifty Chi- 
nese craft in the harbor, more than a hun- 
dred natives being drowned. There were no 
casualties among the white population. 
Launches from the shore rescued many occu- 
pants of the swamped boats. The harbor 
was littered with the wreckage from the 
sunken junks. During the squall the river 
steamer Paul Bean broke adrift, but was 
brought to an anohor without sustaining any 
damage.

“HRLLO” GIRL POISONED? 


MARRIED WOMAN OF EVANSVILLE 
UNDER SUSPICION. . 


Death of Young Woman ‘Stirs Up Re- 
ports of Cunning Murder to secure 
Revenge— Doctors Look for Corre- 
sive Sublimate, but Can't Find 1t— 
Coroner Holds Back Verdict So Po- 
ifee May Work on New Leads 
Sweetheart Involved. 


Evansville, Ind., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—In- 
stead of returning a verdict today, as he had 
promised, Coroner Bdward Laval announced 
that he would hold open the case of Miss 
Saulman, a pretty telephone girl, who died 
suddenly a week ago last Saturday at a hos- 
pital, The coroner’s action was caused by 
his discovery of evidence that may involve a 
married women in a murder charge. The 
pores say an arrest may be expected any 
time. 

After Miss Saulman, who was e oyed by 
the Hercules Buggy company, digd, it was 
announced that death had been’caused by 
corrosive sublimate given her by mistake. 
Coroner Laval called in physicians and sev- 
eral witmesses and started an investigation. 
The stomach and other organs of the girl 
were analyzed by physicians, who failed to 
find any traces of poison, although they ad- 
mitted that her system might have ab- 
sorbed it. 


Strange Woman Leaves Note. 


For several days before she was removed 
to the hospital Miss Saylman had been taking 
quinine for neuralgia/ The coroner learned 
that during that time a strange woman vis- 
ited her room and left a letter, which was 
destroyed by the girl before she died. It is 
stated that the woman also left on the man- 
tel several capsules beaide the capsules con- 
taining quinine, 

Before her death Mise Saulman admitted 
to her sister that a certain married: woman 
in Evansville had been insanely jealous of 
ber because her husband had called on Miss 
Sa ulnan several times. The girl said the 
woman had written her several letters say- 
ing she would put her light out.“ 

Suspect Blames Young Man. 

Miss Saulman ran from her room the day 
before her death across the street to the home 
of Mrs. Rhodel, where, falling on the door- 
step, she cried out: “ They have poisoned 
me. They have put out my light.” 

The married woman under suspicion has 
been before the coroner several times. She 
says a certain young man told her he had 
ruined the girl and had paid several hospi- 
tal bills for her. 


Coroner Laval says the girl underwent an 


illegal operation ten days or two weeks be- 
fore her death, but he does not think this 
alone could have caused her death 

The Saulman girl came from Memphis, 
Tenn., several months ago. She is said to 
be well connected. The employés ot the 
Hercules company have made up a fund to 
assist en l coroner in finding her murderer.

ALLIS-CHALMERS CO. FINED 
FOR IMPORTING MOLDERS. 


Found Guilty of Bringing Four Men 
from Montreal and Assessed $4,000 
—Teamsters Get More Pay. 


A fine of $4000 was imposed on the Allts- 
Chalmers company by Judge K. M. Landis 
yesterday, following the return by a jury 
of a verdict finding the company guilty of 
importing four fron molders in violation 11 
the allen contract labor law. 

This is sala to be the first conviction tn 
IIlinols against a company charged with 
importing alien laborers under contract. 
Attorney K. M. Knapp, counsel for the com- 
pany, took an appeal. 

The case involyed four English molders 
from Manchester, who testified that in July, 
1906, they entered into a contract with the 
Nuropean manager for the Allis-Chalmers 
company whereby they were to be employed 
for a year at the plant of the company at 
Montreal. When they arrived in the Cana- 
dian city they were told there was no work 
for them. and agents of the company ar- 
ranged for their coming to the United States 
to work in Milwaukee. 

Upon their arrival in Chicago on the way 
to Milwaukee, the molders testified. they were 
offered work at the Twelfth street plant of 
the company. Later they learned of a strike 
at the place and refused to go to work. 

The company, in its defense, denied nego- 
tiating for the coming of the men from Can- 


Ada, asserting that they applied for work 


as individuals. 

A committee of ten members of the Gen- 
eral Managers“ association and a committee 
or the conductors’ and trainmen’s union 
continued their preliminary conference over 
the question of d new wage scale and an 
eight hour day.

Senator Culberson had been moved 
to introduce the resolution through publica- 
tions by the press of a speech delivered by 
Hanks before the Boston chamber of com- 
merce, in which, among other things, he 
said: 

‘Since last June 1 have been at work fn 
Washington at the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and I have spent several thousand 
dollars of the good money of the United 
States in clerical services to show that the 
freight and passenger rates of this country 
can be reduced 10 per cent without affecting 
the dividends on the stock of any railroad or 
the wages of any employés.

Tunnel People Blame Railroads, 

A. G. Wheeler, president of the ilinots 
Tunnel company, last evening said all blame 
for the delay must be laid the railroads 
and not upon the service oe Sena eae 
pany. 

“The fact ts," said Mr. Wheeler, that 
we get few complaints of Jelinquent service, 
and we are handling 100 per cemt more mail 
now than was handled by wagons on the 
surface. Much mail is delayed, but the 
bla me must be placed on the railroads.

The result is that there is a congestion at 
the stations, due to the fact that the rail- 
roads will grant us only a limited pace for 
terminal facilities.

BEVERIDGE ON CHILD LABOR. 


Indiana Senacor Says Three-fourths 
of Factories in South Are Fight- 
ing His Proposed Law. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 28.—Senator Bev- 
eridge occupied the attention of the senate 
throughout the day with a continuation of his 
argument in behalf of hie child labor bill. He 
had but reached the legal and constitutional 
phases of the question, after speaking for 
more than four hours, and arrangement was 
made whereby he will conclude tomorrow. 

Mr. Beveridge stated that three-fourths of 
the cotton factories of the south were oppos- 
ing the bill; that the railroads of the south 
were opposing it, and that the coal mine oper- 
ators of the south were opposing it. He pre- 
sented an ilbustrative map, showing the loca- 
tion of the opposing industries.

There is just as much rea- 
son for placarding an infected town as an 
infected house, and when an epidemic pre- 
vails in a community steps should be 
: to protect every other community 
with which it is brought in contact. 

more than likely that if proper care had 
been exercised and proper warning given 
in towns many miles distant from Chi-

its appearance in this city. 

At all times humanity should take the 
precedence of business, or, to put it a lit- 
tle more mildly, the eagerness of com- 
merce should not dispel all forethought for 
the safety and welfare of those whom 
commerce reaches. The prevailing epi- 
demic stands out a sorrowful illustration 
of the probable results of carelessness and 
mistaken secrecy. The lesson of human- 
ity it teaches must not be ignored. 

Since humanity is not always héeded, it 
would be well for the local health officials 
to impress on the state health officials of 
Wisconsin the. desirability of keeping a 
closer lookout for diseases of a contagious 
| mature, and, when they are found in dis- 
tricts which have close business relations 
with Chicago, to give seasonable notice to 
its health officers. This city is a great 
consumer of milk, and does not care 
where it comes from go it is pure. All it 
asks is that the milk shall be pure and 
shall not be the means of starting epi- 
demics. There should be hearty codpera- 
tion in the work of detecting disease and 
preventing its spread to the great centers 
of population. 


ONE CAUSE OF CAR SHORTAGE. 

Shippers are not complaining so loudly 
of & shortage of cars as they did two 
weeks ago, but the shortage still exists 
to the great injury of trade. It is said 
in the Washington dispatches that the 
interstate commerce commission is abopt 
to make some recommendations on the sub- 
ject,*and that the president may ask con- 
gress to embody them in a law. At this 
late stage of the session it may be dis- 
inclined to go into the matter. 

If the railroads were so inclined there 
is one thing they could do which would 
relieve the situation considerably. It 
would not involve the purchase of more 
cars and. engines or the laying of more 
track. It would simply call for the more 
gconomic use of the cars they now have. 
All that would be required would be to 
send less freight by roundabout routes, 
and thereby get more work out of the 
cars. | 

The records of the interstate commerce 
commission bristle with instances of the 
economically wasteful routing of freight. 
They contain cases like that of the ship- 
ment of freight from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco by way of New Orleans. Instead of 
its going direct to the point of destina- 
tion it was sent over the Illinois Central 
to New Orleans, which is about as far 
from San Francisco as Chicago is. There 
was a superfluous haul of 900 miles. Busi- 
ness was secured for the Ihinois Central, 
but the goods were not delivered as soon 
as they might have been. 

The distance from Pana, III., to Peoria 
8 forty miles by the shortest line of con- 
aecting roads.. The Illinois Central has a 
line: of ite own between the two points 
via Clinton and Lincoln, a distance of 109 
miles. In order to avoid prorating it used 
to haul goods an unnecessary sixty miles. 
The cars thus employed were not used 
economically. 

Sometimes cirevitous routing is resorted 
to to get business for a road. In some 
cases it is designed as a cover for re- 
bates. There are many motives, but there 
is one result—a great volume of freight 
is hauled many miles more than it need 
be. Often the haul is lengthened 40 per 
cent or more. It is evident that more 
cars are required to handle the freight 
of the country when such unintelligent 
traneportation methods prevail. The rail- 
, roads can abandon them or use them more 
eparingly if they will. That would not 
increase the number of cars, but would 
add to their efficiency. 


In other countries universities have been 
under the direction either of religious or- 
ganizations or the state.

If I call attention to this, it is pein to the

impossible to administer owing to. her ad- 
vunced age, and it is now claimed that the 
operation might have been avoided, and that 
to have performed it under such circum- 
stances was a shotking piece of needless 
and fatal cruelty.

It is impossible t6 refrain in this connection 
from. recalling the fact that her nusband, the 
late king of Hanover, owed his biindness to 
the mistake of another surgeon, that is to 
say, an oculist. The crown prince of Han- 
over, as he was then, had sustained an ‘njury 
to the eye whilé playing at some boyish 
game, which led to the gradual loss of the 
sight. As usual in such cases, the strain 
on the perfect eye led to some slight ailment, 
which the oculist, a man of the name of Dr. 
Graefe, proposed to relieve by a trivial bit 
of surgery. In some way or another at the 
critical moment the hand with which he held 
the lancet was seized with a sudden cramp, 
which caused him spasmodically to contract 
his fingers, with the result that the knife cut 
clean through the optic tight of the unfortu- 
nate prince, blinding him for life. This was 
in 1840. The crown prince was just 21 years 
of age at the time, and therefore in a position 
to appreciate the full extent of the affliction 
which had fallen to his share. The equally 
unfortunate doctor, professionally ruined 
and denounced for his carelessness, not 
alone by his fellow countrymen but all over 
Europe, committed suicide shortly after- 
wards, precisely in the same way.that Sir 
Richard Croft, the eminent English surgeon 
and accoucheur, cut his throat owing to a 
mistake which he had made in his treatment 
of Princess Charlotte of Wales, and which re- 
sulted in her death soon after childbirth. 

— 


But few people are aware that had it not 
been for the late Queen Marie, her only sur- 
viving daughter, the Princess Frederica of 
Hanover would have become the wife of 
Prince Albert of Prussia, who died the other 
day as régent of Brunswick. All the nego- 
tiations for the match had been completed 
and the arrangements concluded for the mar- 
riage, which was a source of keen gratifica- 
tion to the court of Prussia, and alsoto King 
George of Hanover, while Prince Albert. 
who was the tallest and richest member of 
the house of Hohensollern, was head over 
ears in love with Princess Frederica, in those 
days the most beautiful princess of the blood 
in Europe. The princess, however, had no 
liking for Prince Albert, and managed to 
win her mother to her side. Queen Marie 
thereupon espoused her daughter's cause, and 
declared that under no circumstances would 
she allow the girl’s happiness to be sacrificed 
to mere political considerations, and brought 
about the rupture of the match almost on the 
eve of the day appointed for the wedding, 
There was great indignation at the court 
of Berlin, which regarded the breaking off 
of the marriage as a grossaffront, and possi- 
bly the resentment entertained. there may 
have contributed in a measure to the harsh 
treatment meted out to the royal house of 
Hanover when a few months later the Aus- 
tro-Prussian war broke out, which robbed 


King George of his crown and led to the an- 


nexation of his ee to 


The late Prince ee must ‘tave had 
this in mind when in 1884 he selected Albert 
of Prussia as the one prince of all others best 
calculated to become regent of the duchy 
of Brunswick, to which Princess Frederica’s 
only brother, the duke of Cumberland, was 
entitled to succeed as sovereign and as the 
only lawful heir to the late duke of Bruris- 


“wick. Prince Albert, who in 1878 married a 


princess of Saxe-Altenberg, but who never 
forgot Princess Frederica, died last fall, and 
through his demise the question of the re- 
gency of Brunswick and of the occupaney of 
its throne, which Frederica’s brother again 
claims for himself or for his son, has once 
more come to the fore. 

Princess Frederica, after declining offers 
of marriage from her cousins. the duke of 
Connaught and the late duke of Albany, as 
well) as from. King Humbert and several 
other princes, remaining with her blind 
father until his death in 1878 as his most 
devoted companion, ever by his side, subse- 
quently gave her hand in marriage to his 
aid de camp, Baron von Pawell Ramingen, 
who had been with the old king at the battle 
of Lagensaiza, thereby incurring the anger 
of her brother, the duke of Cumberland. and 
of her mother.Queen Marie, though the match 
was favored by Queen Victoria, who caused 
the wedding to be solemnized in the private 
chapel at Windsor castle in her presence. 
Princess Frederica was partly reconciled 
to her mother and brother a few years ago: 
but neither the queen nor the duke has ever 
r consented to see baron von Pawell Ramin- 
gen again, and their attitude towards him 
naturally marred the cordiality of the rela- 
tions of his wife with her mother and brother. 


She was not with the queen in her last II- 


ness, and arrived. at Gmunden from 
Biarritz just half an hgur before the queen 
breathed her last.

An artificial comedy bordering ‘at thmes on 
eres usm is “The Love Letter,” which 
Virginia Harned and her company presented 
at the Garrick last evening for the first time 
in Chicago. 

It is one of those theatrical affairs which 
are made. by letting a few characters talk 
into existence an improbable and entirely 
fictitious 8 and then having them 

excited about it and keep the complication 
spinning until enough time has elapsed to 
make three or fouractsofaplay. Then some 
one of the characters speaks the explanatory 
word that causes the whole complication to 
straighten. out-. word which, save for the 
dramatist, could just as well have been 
spoken in the first act and thus avoided the 
necessity of having any play at all—and the 
curtain falls with everybody on the stage 
happy. Everybody in the audience may not 
be quite so happy, but that’s another story. 
The dramatist has hed his turn, the players 
have had theirs, and the public has paid the 
money. Sometimes it stops paying the money, 
and them the manager has his turn—the play 
retires to the oblivion of the storehouse or 
the scrap heap. 

It usually is a French dramatist who thus 
paints a dramatic bugaboo on the wall and 
makee his characters talk it off, for the 
Frenchmen are skiliful in the art of play- 
making and they spin their regardless 
ot the probabilities. The Love Letter,” in 
its original, was by the master French play- 
wright, the veteran Sardou. It is said he 
expressed his determination to write a come- 
dy in the same style as The Scrap of Pa- 
per and similar in subject matter. He has 
handled a theme much like that used im the 
familiar comedy, and in the original there 
may have been cleverness and deft touches, 
which are not discoverable in the English 
version which Mr. Gottschalk has prepared 
for Miss Harned's use. If there are not such 
redeeming merits in the original then cer- 
tainly Sardou wrote not up to his former 


standard.

„The Love Letter teils of a happy 3 
Florence and Casimir Revillon, who, having 
been married a yearn, have hed no cloud in 
their conjugal heaven. Florence had been 
married before, it ig true, but her first hus- 
band had been roué and her leaving of him 
was wholly justified. In an old writing desk 
Casimir chances to find a somewhat muti- 
lated letter.

The performance is a smooth and finished 
one, and the production elaborate and hand- 
some. Miss Harned has a röle which in no- 
wise taxes her abilities. She has lHttle to do 
save to talk society talk and go through 
society: forms, and in one or two scenes to 
indulgé-in a passing flutter of emotional ex- 
citement. There 1s little that is serious in 
her part or in that of any other character, 
and about as little that is witty or amusing.

Mr. Ferguson has the one real character 
sketch in the plece—that of the roué hubby 
No. 1.

Dr. Leonard of New York City, the chief 
executive of the Missionary society, said: 
„The vastness of this work grows upon me 
daily. Having administered India for eight- 
een years, Ithought I knew all about it, but 
I am obliged to confess that daily the won- 
der grows, and my heart rejoices increasing- 
ly at the great work of God in this wide land.

Jordan was thoroughly tested, but those who 
know both English and Hindustani said that 
he not only gave the speeches verbatim, but 


often conveyed in simple Hindustani what 


might have been completely above the com- 
prehension of the majority present. Mr. Jor- 
dan is head master of the Mission High school 
at Moradabad and holds a master’s degree. 
He was at one time a low caste, N 
street urchin. 


Widow of the 3 Speaks. 

The climax of this meeting was reached 
when Mrs. William Butler, widow of Will- 
lam Butler, the founder of Methodist mis- 
sions in India, was brought to the platform 
leaning on the arm of her son. She was 
given such a welcome as is rarely seen, and 
the audience at once broke into “ Jai Prebu 
Yesu,” and from 3,000 throats, amidst the 
clapping of hands, the playing of tambour- 
ines, and the waving of handkerchiefs, this 
song of victory rang throughout the great 
tent. 

Mrs. Butler is now 87 years of age, but 
with full voice and rare power of eloquence 
she made what was perhaps the most nota- 
ble speech of the occasion. She has trav- 
eled half way round the globe to be present 
at this jubilee, and her strength and vitality 
are a marvel to all who know her. This 
wonderful meeting closed with the benedic- 
tion. by Bishop James M. Thoburn, the be- 
loved man of India.

Revelation to Americans. 

The love feast on Sunday morning was a 
most remarkable occasion, and a revelation 
to American visitors. Here were heard from 
their own lips the wonderful stories of the 
transformations of many of India’s unprivi- 
leged, poverty stricken sons and daughters. 
They were there by the thousands, and the 
sight was indescribable. 

Again on Monday afternoon, when more 
than 500 men, women, and children, who had 
been under Christian instruction for some 
time, were baptized, enthusiasm ran high. 
The service was not planned originally, but 
these people, many of whom had traveled 
long distances to attend the jubilee, asked 
that they be baptized and their wishes were 
complied with. Had there been any desire 
on the part of the program committee to 
make a tamasha or show out of it, 
thousands of seekers could have been gath- 
ered for baptism on this occasion. 

Before baptism was administered, how- 
ever, each person was required to give up 
his chutia which was done most willing- 
ly, and by which act caste was broken and 
all connection with Hindooisam severed. To 
many this meant exile from home, relatives, 
and friends. The chutia is a small lock 
of hair on the crown of the head, and no Hin- 
doo hae any hope of getting to the “ blessed 
hereafter '' without it, for then the heathen 
god (whoever he might be) would have noth- 
ing to take hold of when he carried the body 
from earth on its long journey to the re- 
gions beyond. 

The service was carried on quietly and in 
order, those assisting being: Bishops Fits 
Gerald, Thoburn, and Foss, and Dr. Goucher 
of Baltimore, Dr. Butler of Mexico, Dr.

The general managers of Chicago railroads 
are making plans to combat adverse legis- 
lation by the various state legislatures now 
in session. Until it is definitely known what 
action will be taken the order has gone out 
to use the utmost discretion in expenditures 
and the purchasing agents have been in- 


structed to hold up the estimates for 1907 


and not make ahy purchases except such 
supplies as are absolutely necessary. The 


passenger departments are not making any, 


move to promulgate tourist rates for 1907 
and it is possible that action along that line 
will be greatly curtailed. 

The public is demanding better service, 


but the managers claim they will be com- 


pelled to curtail the service in order to meet 
the demand of the people for lower rates 
as the earnings are now reduced to a mini- 
mum when the increase in operation is con- 
sidered. The cost of supplies has increased 
from 20 to 200 por cent in the last ten years, 


’ while freight and passenger rates have de- 


creased, 

“The number of employés has increased 
50 per cent in the last ten years for each 
mile of road in operation,” said a general 
Manager yestérday, “and the wages have 
increased 22% per cent. If the legislatures 
persist in their demands for lower rates, the 
managers must curtail and it will doubtless 
be at the expense of the service. If we had 
in effect the same tariffs today that were 
in effect ten years ago, the gross earnings 
of 1906 would be increased by over $7,000,- 
000.“ 4 


For Uniform Safety Devices. 

The executive committee of the National 
Association of Railroad Commissioners, at 
its regular quarterly meeting at the Great 
Northern hotel, decided to suggest to the 
interstate commerce commission the appoint- 
ment of a consulting engineer under the juris- 
diction of the commission to codperate with 
the association in devising greater means 
of safety for the traveling public, éspecial- 
ly in the matter of interlocking devices. 

In return the association pledges its efforts 
to have appointed competent engineers in 
each state-who will give such assistance to 
the interstate commerce commission as may 
be required to accomplish the adoption of 
uniform safety devices on all railroads in 
the United States.
